PARIS.  March  10. — Evidence  of  aq 
organized  system  for  the  destruction 
of  shops  and  manufacturing  plants  In 
Belgium  and  Northern  Franca  by  the 
Germans  haa  boon  uncovered  by  the 
Brussels  police  In  document*  left  be- 
hind among  the  reoorda  ot  the  Gor- 
man Government  during  the  occu- 
pation of  Brussels. 

On  their  face,  the  documents  seem 
to  establish  that  "destruction  com- 
panies" ware  founded  by  and  operat- 
ed under  the  auspicea  of  the  govern- 
ment of  ocoupaUon.  They  wore  Ave 
in  number.  « 

Immediately  upon  the  occupation 
of  Northern  France  and  Belgium,  a 
complete  inventory  of  all  the  mater- 
ial and  machinery  ot  the  large 
plants  waa  taken  by  a  special  organ- 
ization. Full  indexes  were  made,  a 
copy  of  which  waa  aupplied  to  the 
various  companies  under  a  German 
official  in  Brussels. 

Under  the  system  the  deatrucUon 
companies  had  to  apply  to  the  special 
organization  for  permission  to  Com- 
mence work  on  any,  the  organisation 
retaining  Ave  per  cent  commission  on 
the  gross  value,  as  well  aa  22  marks 
60  pfennlga  a  ton  on  the  Iron  de- 
stroyed, and  50  pfennlga  for  each 
metre  of  destroyed  material.  Thla 
waa  done  in  order  to  reimburse  It- 
self for  the  labor  supplied  to  the 
deatruction  companlea,  consisting  of 
prisoners  of  war.

— A  petition 
has  been  submitted  to  King  George 
signed  by  a  number 'of  Irish  officers 
who  served  in  the  British  army  dur- 
ing the  war,  praying  that,  Irish  Home 
Rule  be  submitted  to  the  peaee  con- 
ference. Among  the  signers  are 
Major-Gen.  Sir  William  B.  Hlckie, 
commander  of  the  16th  Irish  Division 
in  France;  Brigadier-General  D.  T. 
Hammond,    Colonel    Sir    Henry  C. 

famous  Irish  statesman,  Henry  Grat- 
tan;  Colonel  Sir  T.  C.  Mylea,  8.  L. 
Gwynne,  former  member  of  the 
House  of  Commons  for  Oelway;  Cap- 
tain Healy,  nephew  of  Timothy  M. 
Healy;  Sir  Thomas  H.  Esmonds,  on 
behalf  of  a  son  killed  in  the  Battle 
of  Jutland,  and  Mrs.  William  H.  K. 
Redmond  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Kettle, 
on  behalf  of  their  husbands,  who 
were  killed  in  the  war. 

DUBLIN.  March  10. — Irish  officers 
serving  in  the  army  during  the  war 
today  took  an  unprecedented  step  in 
aendlng  tbe  Premier  tor  presenta- 
tion to  the  King  a  memorial  praying 
His  Majesty's  assistance  ,  In  laying 
Ireland's  claim  to  self-government 
before  the  peace  conference.  The 
memorial  is  signed  by  two  generaia. 
three  colonels,  aeven  majors,  forty- 
nine  captains  and  sixty-four  other 
officers. 

The  memorial  begins  by  drawing 
attention  to  the  great  number  of 
Irishmen  serving  in  the  Allied  forces 
and  Jt  then  proceeds: 

"lft  our  opinion,  Ireland,  as  a  na- 
tion, haa  been  robbed  of  her  treaty 
rights  and  the  Irish  people,  as  a  race, 
reduced  to  the  position  of  helots  by 
the  withholding  of  that  which  la 
virtually  the  citizenship  which  they 
have  won 'by  constitutional  action. 

"Of  those  for  whom  we  apeak  the 
survivors  feel  that  tbe  reliance  upon 
the  Home  Rule  compact  was  ill- 
founded,  and  that  our  comrades  who 
gave  up  their  Uvea  in  this  reliance 
made  a  sacrifice  fruitless  up  to  the 
present  of  benefit  for  the  fatherland 
that  they  loved." 

The  document  closes  with  the  sub- 
mission to  the  King  that  "the  issues 
between  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  and 
the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  should 
not  either  in  expediency  or  natural 
justice  be  finally  determined  by  mln- 
irs  who  represent  a  preponderant 
majority  in  the  parliament  of 
the  United  Kingdom,  but  by  an  im- 
partial tribunal,  such  as  that  now  sit 
ting  in  Parte."

MR.  W.  H.  C0MST0CK 
DIES  AT  BROQKVILLE 

BROCK VILLE,  Ont.  March  10.—

Questioned  by  Mr.  Walkem  and  J. 
Edward  Bird,  counsel  for  the  Inde- 
pendent fishermen  of  Berkley  Sound, 
regarding  the  herring  canning  indus- 
try, Mr.  Burke  declared:  "We  domin- 
ate the  canned  herring  market  of 
Australia  and  New  Zealand,  which  be- 
fore the  war  waa  controlled  by  Nor- 
way and  Scotland.  We  have  put  up  a 
good  grade  of  fish  and  have  kept  the 
prices  down,  so  that  today  there  la 
not  a  single  wholesale  house  in  Aus- 
tralia or  New  Zealand  that  haa  not 
handled  our  product  during  the  past 
two  years." 

"And."  added  Mr.  Burke,  "we  are 
not  going  to  sdye«wP  that  market 
without  a  big,  stiff  fight." 

In  further  discussion  the  canned 
and  smoked  herring  markets,  Mr. 
Burke  declared  that  he  did  not  think 
that  conditions  and  prices  would  ever 
be  as  low  again  as  before  the  war. 

Considerable  argument  developed 
between  Mr.  Bird  and  the  Cdmmls- 
sioner  aa  the  right  of  the  counsel  to 
cross-examine  the  witness  in  respect 
to  the  affairs  of  his  company,  which 
operates  in  different  fishery  districts. 
Mr.  Bird  wshed  to  examine  on  the 
statement  filed  by  the  Wallace  Fish- 
eries with  the  Provincial  Government. 
The  Commissioner  held  that  his  com- 
mission did  not  allow  him  to  inquire 
into  matters  outside  of  Berkley 
Sound,  and  did  not  permit  of  hla 
delving  into  the  private  business  of 
any  company.

"I  ean  say  that  any  man  who  makes 
such  a  statement'  is  a  liar,"  hotly  an- 
swered Mr.  Burke. 

"That  is  rather  strong  language," 
commented  Uie  Commissioner.  - 
"No  stronger  than  I  feel  in  regard 
to  such  a  statement,"  declared  the 
witness,  who  had  stated  that  his  com- 
pany had  always  encouraged  their 
'employees  In  the  Berkley  Sound  dis- 
trict to  buy  at  Port  AlbernL 

Mr.  Burke  declared  that  he  was  of 
the  opinion  stringent  restrictions 
were  necessary  to  protect  the  salmon 
industry  of  British  Columbia  as  a 
whole.  . 

Capt.  Freeman  declared  that  his  ex- 
perience had  been  that  the  halibut 
fishermen  prefered  whole  herring  for 
bait  to  larger  ones  cut  In  two.  If 
the  smaller  ones  could  not  be  obtained 
here,  the  halibut  boats  would  go  to 
Ketchikan  for  bait.  Seine  herring 
were  the  beat,  aa  they  were  smaller.

Party  feeling  filtered  Into  heat  yes- 
terday In  the  Legislature  In  the  de- 
bate upon  an  amendment  proposed 
by  Mr.  J.  H.  Hawthornthwalte,  So- 
cialist member  for  Newcastle.  • 
member  proposed  that  In  the  bjll  by 
which  the  Government  seeks  to  Pro- 
vide for  public  ingress  to  and 
from  the  "company  towns"  con 
by  larae  Industrial  corporations  at 
various  point,  along  the  Coast,  a  pro- 
vision be  inserted  Riving  to.  em- 
ployees within  the  meaning-  of  the 
Act  the  right  at  an  times  to  purchase 
from  the  company  at  a  fair  price  a 
site  to  be  used  for  the  erection  of  a 
building  for  holding  public,  political 
or  educational  meetings,  trade  union 
meetings,  or  any  other  legal 
of  similar  nature. 

Mr.  Hawthornthwalte  declared  he 
could  not  understand  the  point  of 
view  of  American  concerns  coming 
into  British  Columbia  and  adopting 
methods  foreign  ,  to  British  institu- 
tions by  so  controlling  the  areas  up- 
on which  their  works  were  located 
as  to  deny  their  workmen  the  rights 
of  every  British  subject.  He  referred 
to  the  attitude  hitherto  adopted  to

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo.  on  the  point  of 
Mr,  Hawthornthwalte'!  frequent  pre- 
dictions of  trouble  If  the  Government 
did  not  heed  the  signs  of  the  times, 
and  grant  greater  consideration  to 
the  workers,  declared  it  to  be  his  be- 
lief that  the  Government  should 
keep  Its  feet  on  the  ground  and  exer- 
cise Its  trust  in  a  proper  manner.

Mr.  G.  G.  McGeer  suggested  a  pro- 
vision making  it  obligatory  upon  the 
company  to  maintain  in  good  condi- 
tion a  public    meeting  hall    In  the 
same  way  that,  under  the  bill  before 
the  House,  the  company  would  have 
to  maintain  a  wharf  for  public  use. 
A  "Gold  Brick" 
That,  Mr.    Hawthornthwalte  de- 
clared, would  be  a  most  palpable  gold 
brick,  for  what  organization  would 
desire  a  hall  which  it  did  not  own 
and  control.    He  asserted  there  was 
not  a  member  of  the  Government 
side  who,  apparently,  had  courage  to 
stand  up  add  advocate  the  complete 
throwing  open  of  the  closed  towns, 
and  he  asserted  the  men  were  not 
requesting  the  right  set  forth  In  his 
amendment.      but      demanding  it. 
"Force,  my  friend,    can  accomplish 
great  things,"  he  declared  to  the  At- 
torney-General, and    he  pointed  to 
labor  conditions    in    the    State  of 
Washington,  conditions    which  had 
not  been  remedied  until  after  an  out- 
break by  I.W.W.    Was  1t  desired,  he 
asked,  that  that  element  should  con- 
gregate in  British  Columbia?? 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  was  not  ready  to 
admit  that  the  bill  before  the  House 
was  as  far  as  the '  Government  pro- 
posed to  go.  but  he  did  think  it  was 
a  good  start.  There  were  scores  of 
problems  arising  out  of  the  closed 
towns,  but  they  would  require  care- 
ful handling. 

Mr.  Ross  Inquired  if  the  Minister 
remembered  the  interviews  he  had 
given  two  years  ago  on  the  question 
of  olosed  towns,  and  this  promise  of 
what  the  Government  would  do.  Ap- 
parently now  the  Minister  was  swal- 
lowing himself. 

Mr.  Mobley  blamed  the  late  Gov- 
ernment for  the  existence  of  the 
closed  towns,  and  the  Leader  of  the 
Opposition  retorted  by  declaring  that 
under  the  amendments  to  the  Land 
Act  of  1896  the  Conservative  Govern- 
ment had,  as  a  matter  of  faet,  done 
much  to  open  those  centres  by  re- 
quiring under  the  1914  amendment 
that  where  a  townslte  was  sub-divid- 
ed the  Minister  should  order  a  plan 
to  be  filed  and  the  conveyance  to  the 
Crown  of  one-quarter  of  the  area. 
Major  Bnrde  Objects 
The  argument  was  waxing  warm 
when  Major  Burde  interposed  with 
the  declaration  that  he  did  not  pro- 
pose to  stand  for  the  time  of  the 
House  being  taken  up  by  such  politi- 
cal arguments  thus  wasting  time  that 
could  be  spent  to  better  advantage.

not  townsites.  and  he  defied  the  Op 
position  leader  to  define  what  a 
townslte  was.  * 

The  Minister  of  Lands  said  that 
while  In  the  case  of  townsitee  on  the 
G.T.P.  referred  to  by  Mr.  Bowser  In 
support  of  his  argument  that  the  late 
Government  had  exercised  the  pow- 
ers under  the  Land  Act,  the  Lands 
had  been  sold  by  auction,  such  was 
not  the,  case  in  respect  of  the  com- 
pany towns  whloh  had  not  beon 
placed  on  the  market. 

Amendment  Defeated

thwalte had  altered  his  amendment  to

SCARRED  VETERAN 

DIES  AT  VANCOUVER 

VANCOUVER,  March  10.— Duncan 
Maclean,  an  old  warrior  with  an  hon- 
orable career,  passed  away  at  the  Gen- 
eral Hospital  on  Sunday  at  8  p.  m 
from  double  pneumonia,  following  In 
fluenxa,  at  the  age  of  53. 

He  fought  through  the  whole  cam- 
paign in  the  Riel  Rebellion,  and  wan 
present  at  the  capture  of  Riel.  In 
August,  1914,  he  offered  himself  at  the 
first  call  for  volunteers,  despite  his  age 
of  48,  but  was  rejected  as  too  old. 

When  the  First  Canadian  Pioneers 
were  mobilised  he  was  accepted  and 
took  part  In  some  stirring  engage- 
ments. He  was  gassed  at  Ypres  and 
wounded  with  shrapnel,  being  Inva- 
lided home  after  two  years  on  the 
French  battlefield.

'The  most  daring  adventure  in 
naval  history."  is  the  phrase  with 
which  Admiral  Sir  Cyprian  Bridge 
summed  up  the  attack  on  Zeebrugge 
Mole  on  April  22.  1918.  It  was  this 
great  event  in  which  the  Vindictive 
played  so  important  a  part.  She  was 
fitted  ,  with  prows  to  land  men  on  the 
Mole,  three  cement-laden  cruisers, 
designed  to  block  the  channel,  ac- 
companying the  expedition,  together 
with  other  vessels.  Capain  Carpen- 
ter. V.  C,  R.  N.f  who  Is  to  speak 
here  under  the  auspices  of  the  Navy 
Lsague  of  Canada  on  the  evenings  of 
March  17  and  18  and  the  afternoon 
of  the  18th,  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
Theatre,  was  the  naval  officer  who 
conceived  the  raid  and  who  was  in 
charge  of  its  execution  as  commander 
of  the  Vindictive. 

"In  the  face  of  a  literal  hell  on 
earth  he  took  his  ship  directly  up  to 
the  mole  at  Zeebruggee,  and,  fighting 
heavy  calibre  guns  at  point  blank 
range  he  and  his  men  drove  the  boche 
from  the  mole  and  so  made  possible 
the  passage  of  the  blockading  ships 
that  were  to  be  sunk  In  the  harbor 
channel  to  their  last  resting  places," 
writes  one  of  those  who  describes 
the  heroic  character  of  the  undertak- 
ing In  view  of  Captain  Carpenter's 
coming  visit  here.  "Throughout  the 
engagement  Captain  (then  Com- 
mander) Carpenter  commanded  his 
men  from  an  observation  room  that 
was  pierced  by  over  200  shells,  and, 
although  wounded,  he  never  gave  the 
slightest  indication  of  quitting,  but 
went  through  the  whole  affair  as  If 
at  manoeuvres.  After  one  hour  the 
object  was  accomplished  and  tho 
Vindictive,  riddled  with  over  2,000 
shot,  gathered  up  the  survivors  and 
made  for  England." 

Captain  Carpenter  has  been  speak- 
ing right  across  Canada,  and  is  de- 
voting the  proceeds  of  his  lectures 
(which  In  Victoria  will  be  Illustrated 
by  stereoptlcon  views  of  the  great 
naval  incident)  to  Canadian  chari- 
ties. In  addition  to  the  addresses 
which  he  is  to  give  here  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Navy  League  of 
Canada  he  will  speak  at  a  Joint 
luncheon  to  be  given  in  hla  honor  at 
noon  on  Monday,  March  17.  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Canadian  Club 
and  the  Rotary  Club.  He  will  reach 
Victoria  on  Saturday,  and  will  speak 
for  a  few  minutes  at  the  revue  and 
entertainment  which  is  being  given 
by  the  Great  War  Veterans'  Asso- 
ciation at  the  Princess  Theatre.

The  resolution  also  demands  that 
such  houses  shall  not  be  segregated 
nor  standardized,  excepting  In  so  far 
as  to  obtain  proper  sanitation  and 
fire  protection.  They  ask  that  the 
design  and  location  be  left  to  the 
applicant  within  the  limits  of  the  in- 
dividual cost.

Amendments  which  the  Prohibition 
Party,  at  their  provincial  convention 
held  at  Vancouver  last  week  approved 
of.  ware  presented  to  the  government 
yesterday  morning  when  a  Urge  depu- 
tation waited  upon  the  executive 
council  and  presented  arguments  In 
favor  of  the  changes  proposed.  In 
addition,  the  request  was  made  that 
the  province  should,  in  view  of  the 
outcome  of  the  Commission  appointed 
to  Investigate  into  the  Flndlay  In- 
cident, appoint  another  commission 
within  Its  powers  to  carry  en  the  in- 
vestigation. 

In  thanking-  the  deputation  for 
bringing  Its  case  to  the  attention  of

of  by  them  he  was  not  prepared  to 
promise  that  there  should  be  any 
changes  made  In  its  principle. 

The  deputation  was  introduced  by 
Mr.  George  Bell.  M.  P.  P..  who  said 
it  came  from  the  biggest  prohibition 
convention  ever  held  in  tbe  province. 
After  the  president  Dr.  Telford  had 
spoken  briefly,  Mr.  William  Savage 
presented  the  convention  resolutions 
commenting  upon  them  in  detail.

had  greatly  Increas- 
ed within  tbe  past  year,  all  provinces 
now  had  dry  laws,  all  amendments 
bad  been  to  strengthen  prohibition 
legislation  not  to  weaken  It,  and 
British  Columbia  was  not  actually  In 
advance  of  other  sections  but  follow- 
ing them.  Western  farmers  and 
Alberta  Liberals  had  voted  for  a  bone 
dry  country  and  forty-flve  out  of  forty- 
had  favored 
whleh  would  go  Into 
the  line  next  July, 
out  of  twenty-seven 
Industrial  districts  had  given 
a  majority  of  a  one  hundred  thousand 
for  prohibition  as  a  war  measure. 
Scottish  women  voted  twenty  to  one 
for  a  dry  law  and  British  Columbia 
women  favored  It  quite  as  strong!* 
He  claimed  there  was  a  conspiracy 
of  silence  In  some  of  the  press  of 
British  Columbia.  Two  big  dallies 
of  Vancouver  had  failed  to  give  front 
page  mention  -to  the  convention. 
Prohibitionists  resented  this  dis- 
courtesy but  would  spread  the  news 
of  their  meeting  by  means  of  fifty 
thousand  printed  reports. 

Mr  Savage  outlined  the  resolutions 
seriatim.  The  first  asked  for  legisla- 
tion against  liquor  advertising  on  the 
ground,  said  the  speaker,  that  it  was 
ridiculous  to  encourage  sentiment 
against  the  act  and  to  tantalise  the 
appetites  of  those  who  wanted  liquor 
when  Its  sale  here  was  forbidden. 
The  second  clause  asked  for  the 
abolition  of  agencies  here  for  outside 
liquor  arms.  Gross  frauds  had  been 
committed  in  this  connection.  Agents 
had  bought  outside  and  had  sold  with- 
in the  province.  The  hotels,  hs  said, 
would  approve  of  both  the  foregoing 
resolutions.

Mr.  T.  J.  Corley,  of  the  retail 
grocers,  called  the  proposed  business 
tax  another  piece  of  patchwork  on  an 
already  overpatched  system  of 
camouflage  taxation.  I*  A.  Walker, 
for  the  wholesalers,  told  the  commit- 
tee that  several  of  tbe  Vancouver 
Council  members  were  not  even  fa- 
miliar with  either  the  business  tax  or 
the  income  tax  proposals.

"The  Chief  Justice  done  not  agree 
With  Our  view"  replied  the  Attorney- 
General.  "You  could  hardly  suggest 
that  we  proceed  in  the  face  of  his 
finding  until  wo  have  won  on  appeal. 
We  connot  run  counter  to  his  decision 
in  the  meantime.  Personally  I  do 
not  agree  with  hie  finding.  I  think  it 
poor  law,  but  we  must  abide  by  it 
until  it  has  been  upset" 

The  Attorney-General  pointed  out 
that  Flndlay,  if  convicted  at  the  next 
assises,  would  presumably  go  to  tbe 
penitentiary.  The  court  of  appeal 
would  likely  sit  to  give  Judgment 
on  the  appeal  from  the  Banter  de- 
cision before  the  Assise  case  was  set- 
tled, hence  Mr.  Justice  Clement  would 
probably  resume  hie  commission  be- 
fore Flndlay's  trial  assuming  that  the 
appeal  was  successful.  Thus  the  en- 
quiry would  probably  go  on  without 
a  great  deal  Of  delay.

When  I  left  London  on  December 
•  for  tha  purpose  of  investigating  the 
pogroms  In  Poland  I  expected  the 
troubles  would  have  ceased  by  the 
time  of  my  arrival  in  tha  affected 
regions.  Unfortunately.  I  found  that 
the  attacks  upon  the  Jews  were  being 
continued  in  various  forms  In  differ- 
ent places,  and  the  Jews  were  living 
in  a  chronic  state  of  panic.  My  In- 
quiry into  the  pogroms  of  November 
was  thus  encumbered  by  the  duty  of 
investigating  the  outrages  of  Decem- 
ber and  the  exssssas  of  January, 
while  the  task  of  gathering  and  re- 
cording information  was  retarded  by 
my  being  called  upon  frequently  to 
make  representations  to  the  Polish 
authorities  in  Cracow  and  Warsaw  in 
regard  to  fresh  cases  of  injustice.  The 
acts  of  oppression,  spoliation,  and 
brutality  under  which  the  Jews  in 
Poland  have  suffered  during  the  last 
two  months  and  a  half  and  to  a  great 
extent  still  suffer  are  already  numer- 
ous enough  to  fill  a  ponderous  vol- 
ume. But  for  the  Immediate  en- 
lightenment of  the  Western  world.  It 
is  necessary  to  give  a  summary  ac- 
count of  the  violent  an  tl -Jewish 
movement  now  raging  in  the  new 
Pdilsh  SUte. 

The  hostlltles  against  the  Jews  in 
Gallcia  began  to  manifest  themselves 
immediately  after  she  collapse  of  the 
Austro-Hungarlan  monarchy,  while 
thoss  against  the  Jews  in  Congress 
Poland  followed  very  soon  after.  The 
departure  or  desertion  of  the  Aus- 
trian troops,  anxious  to  return  home, 
left  numerous  towns  without  proper 
protection.  The  general  state  of  con- 
fusion that  arose  was  taken  advan- 
tage of  by  peasants  as  well  as  by 
townsfolk.  Incited  by  anti-Semitic 
agitators,  to  make  attacks  upon  Jew- 
ish shops  and  dwellings.  The  Polish 
troops.  Instead  of  defending  the  Jews 
and  their  property,  remained  either 
passive  or-  participated  in  the  plun- 
dering expeditions.  The  attempts  of 
the  Jews  to  defend  themselves  were 
frustrated  by  the  Polish  military  and 
civil  authorities.  As  soon  as  the  news 

boring  towns  reached  the  Jews  In 
Cracow  they  organised  a  militia  num- 
bering close  upon  1,000  for  the  de- 
fence of  their  brethren.  The  Polish 
Liquidation  Commission,  whloh  as- 
sumed the  government  of  Gallcia, 
agreed  to  the  formation  of  this  corps.

Moreover,  the  local  Jew 
lsh  oommunltes  were  not  allowed  to 
form  any  self-defence  corps,  nor  were 
Jews  admitted  to  the  town  militia  ,so 
that  they  were  at  the  mercy  of  any 
armed  band  that  chose  to  attack 
them.  The  utter  helplessness  of  the 
Jews  still  continues,  as  waa  Illus- 
trated by  the  pogrom  that  lasted  from 
January  6  to  8  at  Wloclavek,  and  by 
the  attack  that  took  place  on  the  6th 
at  Janew,  and  as  Is  shown  by  the 
frequent  assaults  mads  upon  Jews 
almost  daily  in  different  parts  of  the 
country. 

Rioting  and  footing 
During  the  month  of  November 
alone  there  were  pogroms  of  varying 
dimensions  and  gravity  in  110  differ- 
ent towns  and  townleta  In  all  of 
them  shops  were  plundered;  in  very 
many  houses  were  looted;  and  In  sev- 
eral, synagogues  were  desecrated.  In 
every  riot  Jews  were  brutally  as- 
saulted, and  in  several  towns  they 
were  killed.  The  rioters  were  gener- 
ally peasants  from  neighboring  vil- 
lages, reinforced  by  the  baser  ele- 
ments of  the  town,  whilst  only  in  a 
few  case  did  they  Include  deserters. 
The  looters  generally  brought  carts 
to  remove  the  spoil,  and  were  accom- 
panied by  their  wives  and  children, 
who  helped  them,  which  disposes  of 
the  Polish  allegation  that  the  pog- 
roms were  carried  out  stmpty  by  de- 
serters or  prisoners  of  war.  The 
Polish  legionaries  remained  either 
passive  or  else  took  an  active  part  in 
looting  and  assaulting,  but  never  de- 
fended the  Jews  from  their  attack- 
ers. The  troops  that  marched  south- 
eastwards  against  the  Ukrainians 
were  particularly  active  In  onslaughts 
upon  Jews,  which  they  Justified  with 
the  fictitious  charge  that  they  had 
been  shot  at  by  Jews.  In 
towns  large  contributions 
exacted  from  the  Jews,  either  as 
fine  for  alleged  disloyalty  or  under 
the  pretext  of  supplying  miltary  pro- 
tection, which  waa  usually  refused 
after  the  money  was  paid. 

Money  Demanded 
The  most  serious  pogrom  was  that 
at  Lemburg,  which,  by  reason  of  Its 
magnitude  and  ferocity,  and  also  of 
Its  political  significance,  requires 
separate  consideration.  Of  the  other 
pogroms,  ths  most  Important  were 
those  at  Przemysl.  Kellce,  Brzesko 
and  Chrxanow.  The  riot  at  Prxemysl 
was  begun  on  November  11,  imme- 
diately after  the  city  was  captured 
by  the  Poles.  The  excuse  given  wai 
that  the  Jews  had  Shot  with  a  ma- 
chine gun  at  the  Poles — an  accusa- 
tion for  which  not  ths  last  proof  was 
offered.  The  Polish  authorities  dis- 
armed and  disbanded  ths  Jewish 
Militia,  and  uniformed  legionaries 
took  active  part  In  the  sacking  of 
shops  and  houses,  the  profanation  of 
synagogues,  and  the  assaulting,  ar- 
resting, and  robbing  of  Jews.  The 
climax  was  reached  by  the  demand  of 
a  contribution  of  three  million  kronen 
about  (120.000)  from  the.  Jews  by  the 
Commandant,  Colonel 
who  threatened  that  If  the 
with  not  forthcoming  within 
daya  his  soldiers  would  get  It  by 
force.

A  diabolical  originality 
played  In  certain  places  In  ths  bru- 
talities that  were  committed.  At 
Clyrow  over  100  Jewish  girls  and 
women  up  to  70  years  of  ago  were 
driven  by  soldiers  out  of  their  homes, 
stripped  of  boots  and  stockings,  and 
forced  to  tramp  in  the  cold  under 
military  escort  to  a  neighboring  town. 
On  the  way  the  commanding  officer 
took  the  rifle  of  a  different  soldier  in 
turn,  threw  it  into  the  river,  and  com- 
pelled a  girl  or  woman  each  time  to 
fetch  it  out.  which  necessitated  her 
wading  up  to  the  knees  In  ice-cold 
water.  At  Rsessow  all  Jews  who  ap- 
plied for  travelling  permits  wsre 
stripped,  robbed,  and  stretched  on 
benches,  to  which  they  were  tied  and 
then  flogged. 

After  the  Poles  captured  Sandowa, 
Wlshchnya,  legionaries,  under  the 
pretext  that  Jews  had  poured  boiling 
water  over  them,  not  only  plundered 
but  cut  off  the  beards  of  aged  Jews, 
and  put  ropes  round  the  necks  of 
some  rich  Jews,  whom  they  threat- 
ened to  strnagle  unless  their  surren- 
dered their  daughters.  The  Jews  of 
the  little  ,town  of  Ustryoki  Dolne 
were  compelled  to  hand  over  150,000 
knonen  (about  £0,000)  to  the  Polish 
legionaries,  under  the  threat  that 
their  houses  would  be  blown  up  by 
armored  trains.  At  Wlanlcx  all  male 
Jews  between  12  and  72  were  drawn 
up  In  the  central  square,  and  after  the 
commander  had  threatened  to  shoot 
every  tenth  person,  of  whom  the 
Babbl  was  to  be  the  first,  he  decided 
to  subject  them  all  to  corporal  pun- 
ishment, so  that  for  the  next  three 
hours  132  Jews  were  flogged  on  a 
public  bench,  each  receiving  twenty- 
flve  to  thirty-five  strokes.  Flogging 
on  the  bare  flesh,  besides  robbery  and 
imprisonment,  were  also  the  fate  of 
all  Jews  passing  through  Lapy,  the 
station  on  the  Pollsh-Uthunian  fron- 
tier. Those  coming  to  Poland  were 
accused  of  being  Bolshevists,  and 
those  leaving  it  were  charged  with 
being  spies.  Hardly  any  Jew,  man 
or  woman,  travelling  through  this 
frontier  station  was  able  to  escape  the 
persecutions  of  the  soldiery,  who  con- 
verted a  diseased  and  filthy  alaughter- 


The  Jewish  militia  were  supplied  with    hou-e  toto  ft  gao),  ln  which  at  one 


time  as  many  as  400  were  confined, 
and  in  which  many  are  still  being 
tortured. 


Particular  savagery  was  displayed 
by  the  soldiers  at  Komarowka,  near 
Blala,  where  the  persecution  of  the 
Jews  began  in  the  middle  of  Novem- 
ber last  Two  Jews  who  went  from 
Kamarowka  to*  the  neighboring  vil- 
lage of  Prxegallny  to  buy  potatoes 
were  arrested  there,  given  twenty-flve 
strokes  with  a  rod,  and  had  to  pay 
one  rouble  (2s)  for  each  stroke.  They 
had  also  to  pay  for  a  chain  which 
broke  beneath  them.  Two  other 
Jews  and  a  Jewish  girl  were  arrested 
and  taken  to  Prxegallny,  where  they 
were  kept  ln  prison  nine  days  and 
beaten  with  a  stick  three  times  dally, 
the  men  receiving  thirty  blows  each 
and  the  girl  fifteen.  On  Saturday, 
November  20,  the  soldiers  plundered 
all  the  Jewish  shops  whilst  their  own- 
ers Were  In  the  synagogue.  Then,  by 
order  of  their  commanding  officer, 
they  arrested  thirty-two  Jews  and 
took  them  to  Prxegallny,  where  they 
were  flogged  daily  on  the  bare  flesh. 
On  the  first  day  they  were  given  100 
strokes,  the  torture  being  inflicted  by 
four  soldiers,  two  on  either  side  with 
rods,  whilst  a  fifth  soldier  sat  on  the 
victim's  head  and  a  sixth  on  his  feet. 
On  the  next  day  (December  1)  each 
Jew  received  another  ten  strokes.  On 
the  following  day  a  Jewish  girl  came 
from  Komarowka  to  Prxegallny  to 
buy  potatoes;  she  was  .  seised  by  ths 
soldiers  and  dragged  into  the  same 
room  where  the  other  victims  were, 
and  there  given  thirty  strokes  on  the 
naked  flesh.  Later  ln  the  day  six 
soldiers,  in  the  presence  of  the  Jews, 
outraged  the  girls  one  after  another. 
On  December  3  the  officer  ordered 
another  ten  strokes  for  each  Jew, 
who  had  to  say  after  each  blow, 
"Thank  you,  sir!"  Thereupon  he 
allowed  four  of  the  prisoners  to  go 
into  ths  town  and  secure  a  contribu- 
tion of  10,000  marks  (fSOO)  for  ths 
release  of  them  aU.  The  money  was 
brought,  but  before  the  officer  let  his 
victims  go  he  had  half  of  their  beards 
shaved  off  and  ordered  them  to  re- 
ceive another  ten  strokes.  They  were 
released  on  December  4  and  ths  girl 
on  December  6.  The  truth  of  this 
barbarous  episode  has  been  vouched 
for  by  the  victims,  aU  of  whose  names 
are  known. 

A  memorandum  narrating  the  out- 
rage in  detail  has  been  presented  to 
the  Polish  Government.  —  London 
Times.

Mysteries  of  Indian  Rope  Trick 

(From  The  London  Times) 


Assembled  ln  solemn  conclave,  the 
magicians  of  England,  professional 
and  amateur  debated  that  most  vexed 
of  all  questions,  the  Indian  rope  trick, 
and,  as  waa  only  to  be  expected, 
failed  to  come  to  any  agreement  on 
the  subject  Some  there  were  who  be- 
lieved that  such  a  trick  had  never  been 
performed;  others  declared  that  hyp- 
notism was  at  ths  root  of  It;  others 
urged,  the  impossibility  of  hypnotis- 
ing a  whole  audience.  -For  once,  ln 
fact  the  mystlnsrs  admitted  them- 
selves mystified. 

The  history  of  the '  rope  trick  .  was 
traced  in  most  entertaining  manner 
by  Mr.  B.  W.  Clarke,  the  editor  of  the 
Magic  Circular,  who  described  it  as 
the  most  illusive  trick  in  the  world, 
with  the  peculiarity  that  nobody  who 
wanted  to  see  it  had  ever  seen  it — 
though  this  peculiarity  was  sub- 
sequently discounted  by  the  fact  that 
at  least  two  of  the  speakers  had  seen 
a  vision  of  ths  rope  trick  performed. 
Mr.  Clarke  had  traced  a  reference  to 
it  as  far  hack  aa  1356,  when  Ibu 
Batuta,  an  Arab  from  Tangier,  wrote 
that  he  had  seen  the  trick  performed 
at  Hang  Chau.    Batuta  wrote:— 

"I  was  entertained  by  the  Emir  In 
his  own  house  ln  a  most  splendid 
manner.  At  the  banquet  were  pre- 
sent the  Khan's  Jugglers,  the  chief  of 
whom  took  a  wooden  sphere,  ln  whloh 
there  were  holes,  and  in  these  long 
straps,  and  threw  it  up  Into  the  air 
till  it  went  out  of  sight  while  the 
strap  remained  ln  his  hand.  Hs  then 
commanded  one  of  his  disciples  to  take 
hold  of  and  to  ascend  by  this  strap, 
which  he  did  until  he  also  went  out 
of  sight  His  master  then  called  him 
three  times,  but  no  answer  oams;  hs 
then  took  a  knife  ln  his  hand,  ap- 
parently in  anger,  laid  hold  of  the 
strap  and  also  wsnt  quite  out  of  sight 
He  - then  threw  the  hand  of  the  boy 
upon  the  ground,  then  his  foot  then 
his  other  hand,  then  his  other  foot 
then  his  body,  then  his  head.  He 
then  came  down,  panting  for  breath, 
and  his  clothes  stained  with  blood.  . 
The  Juggler  then  took  the  limbs  of  the 
boy  and  applied  them  one  to  another; 
he  then  stamped  upon  them,  and  It 
stood  up  complete  and  erect  I  was 
astonished  and  was  seised  ln  con- 
sequence by  a  palpitation  at  the  heart; 
but  they  gave  me  some  drink  and  I 
recovered.  The  Judge  of  the  Moham- 
medans was  sitting  by  my  side,  who 
swore  that  there  waa  neither  ascent 
descent  nor  cutting  away  of  limbs, 
but  ths  whole  wss  mere  Juggling.'* 

Obviously,  Mr.  Clarke  added,  the 


writer  had  mixed  up  the  rope  trick 
and  the  decapitation  trick  which  was 
being  performed  when  the  Oreat 
Pyramids  were  being  built 

Another  account  of  the  trick  from 
a  German  source  ln  1560  said  that 
"at  Magdeburg  a  certain  magical  Jug- 
gler declared  that  he .  could  get  but 
little  money  among  men  and  would 
therefore  go  up  to  Heaven.  Where- 
upon  ne  wouiu  tnrow  a  corn  up  m 
the  air  and  his  little  horse  would  go 
up  It  himself,  taking  hold  of  the 
horse's  tall,  would .  follow  him;  his 
wife  taking  hold  of  him,  would  follow 
also,  and  a  maid  servant  would  follow 
her,  and  so  mount  up  in  the  air,  'as 
it  were  linked  together,  the  spectators 
standing  ln  great  admiration."  Un- 
fortunately an  unbeliever  declared 
that  he  had  Just  seen  the  Juggler  go 
Into  an  inn  in  the  street  "Therefore 
finding  themselves  deluded,  the  specta- 
tors went  away." 


The  third  record  quoted  by  Mr. 
Clarke  was  from  the  memories  of  the 
Emperor  Jahangler. 

"They  produced  a  chain  60  cubits 
in  length,  and  In  my  presence  threw 
one  end  of  It  towards  the  sky,  where 
It.  remained  as  if  fastened  to  some- 
thing ln  the  air.  A  dog  was  then 
brought  forward,  and  being  placed 
at  the  lower  end  of  the  chain.  Im- 
mediately ran  up  and,  reaching  the 
other  end,  disappeared  ln  the  air. 
In  the  same  manner  a  hog,  a  panther, 
a  Hon,  and  a  tiger  were  successively 
sent  up  the  chain,  and  all  disappeared 
at  the  upper  end.  At -last  they  took 
down  the  chain  and  put  It  Into  a  bag, 
no  one  ever  discerning  In  what  way 
the  animals  were  made  to  vanish  Into 
the  air  in  the  mysterious  manner 
described." 

One  of  the  most  interesting  con- 
tributions to  the  debate  came  from 
Lieutenant  F.  W.  Holmes,  V.  C„  who 
said  that  he  had  seen  a  version  of  ths 
trick  on  two  or  three  occasions.  On 
the  last  occasion,  in  1917,  hs  was  able 
to  take  a  snapshot  of  the  trick,  which 
he  produced.  This  showed  ths  Fakir, 
with  a  taut  rops  and  ths  boy  balanced 
at  the  top  of  it  Lieutenant  Holmes 
declared  emphatically  that  the  boy 
never  disappeared  from  sight  and  his 
own  theory  was  that  the  Fakir  sub- 
stained  for  the  coll  of  rope  a  teles- 
copic bamboo  pole.  Mr.  A.  Yurif  All. 
C.  B.  B.,  declared  that  as  a  boy  of 
seven  he  saw  ths  rope  trick  performed 
but  never  since,  and  he  also  saw  the 
conjurer  cut  his  own  tongue  out  chop 
It 'up,  and  replace 


trick  he  is  convinced  that  the  boy 
disappeared  entirely. 

Major  Branson,  with  20  years' 
service  ln  the  Indian  Army,  said  that 
he  had  offered  a  reward  of  206  rupees 
to  any  native  soldier  who  could  give 
him  the  name  of  anybody  who  could 
do'  the  trick,  but  the  reward  had  never 
been  claimed.  In  all  his  travels  in 
Persia,  India,  China,  and  Arabia  he 
had  never  seen  a  trick  done  by  a 
native  which  he  could  not  repeat  him- 
self. 

Mr.  Chris  Van  Bern  narrated  some 
extraordinary  feats  which  had  been 
performed  by  a  Yogi  in  Liverpool, 
including  his  ability  to  throw  a  rope 
into  the  air,  where  It  remained 
absolutely  rigid  only  as  long  as  the 
Yogi  held  his  breath,  while  Captain 
Leon  Berreley  gave  an  exnlanatlon 
of  the  trick  which  he  believed  to  be 
absolutely  feasible. 

But  even  this  assembly  of  magicians 
was  unable  to  conjure  up  mystic  car- 
pets to  convey  them  homewards  and 
defy  the  strikers,  and  so  the  gathering 
was  froced  to  disperse  ln  search  of 
and  omnibusses  before  the 
question  of  the  rope  trick  could

Upward  Movement  Continues 
in  Early  Pail  of  Session,  Fol- 
lowed by  Some  Recessions-T- 
il, S.  Steel  Hesitant. 


NEW  YORK.  March  10.  —  Wall 
Street  manifested  a  degree  of  confi- 
dence and  exuberance  today  compar- 
ing with  the  demonstration  wltntMuod 
Bsturday.  although  the  movement 
seemed  to  derive  Its  chief  impetus 
from  professional  sources. 

The  great  hulk  of  the  day's  opera- 
tions occurred  «n  the  first  two  hows, 
later  dealings  being  marked  by  tui- 
tion And  consequent  realising,  which 
provoked  variable  recessions  And  '  a 
few  net  losses. 

United  States  Steel  And  some  of  the 
standard  rails  yielded  to  a  greater 
extent  than  specialties  and  specula- 
tive shares  as  a  whole.  Steel  became 
hesitant  After  publication  of  *  tho 
February  tonnage  statement,  disclos- 
ing Another  laige  decrease  in  unfiled 
orderg  and  ended  at  one  point  loss. 

In  addition  to  U.S.  Steel,  a  very 
considerable  proportion  of  the  denl- 
ings  comprised  Alllwtt  Industrials  And 
equipments,  shippings,  -motors  and 
their  accessories,  coppers,  tobaccos 
And  oils. 

The  latter  made  the  better  showing 
In  the  main,  making  higher  quota- 
tions when  other  leaders  were  show- 
ing the  effects  of  profit- taking.  Mexi- 
can Petroleum,  Royal  Dutch  and 
Texas  Company  registered  extreme 
gains  of  3  to  6  points. 

Sales  amounted  to  1,250,000  shares. 

Bonds  failed  to  keep  pace  with  the 
rapid  movement  in  stocks,  the  tone  as 
a  whole  being  irregular  both  for  do- 
mestic and  foreign  Issues.

The  Big  News 

The  big  news  in  shipyard  and 
machine  shop  labor  circles  yesterday, 
however,  has  only  an  Indirect  bear- 
ing on  the  strike.  It  Is  the  latest 
award  of  Wage  Adjuster .  Macdonald, 
which  provides  for  a  reduction  of  2 
cents  an  hour,  effective  as  from 
March  1 — the  first  shipyard  wage  re- 
duction authorised  since  the  ship- 
building boom  commenced. 

The  award  does  not  influence  the 
strike  situation,  however.  The  men 
claim  they  are  entitled  to  the  pre- 
viously awarded  Increase  of  l  3-4 
centg,  retroactive  to  the  first  of 
year,  and  since  the  announcement 
of  the  March  reduction  they  are  all 
the  more  determined  to  gat  It.

VANCOUVER,  B.C.,  March  10.— A 
reduction  of  2  canto  an  hour  In  the 
wagea  of  the  employees  of  the  ahlp- 
yards  and  contract  yards  of  British 
Columbia  working  under  the  Robert- 
son agreement  has  been  ordered  by 
the  official  wage  adjuster,  Mr.  W.  L. 
Macdonald,  to  take  effect  as  from 
March  1.  This  l.lnga  the  scale  back 
to  about  the  figures  of  September  1. 
Starting  with  II  on  June  1,  it  was 
increased  by  the  adjuator  on  Septem- 
ber 1  by  2  cento  per  hour.  That 

ln^he>,LalornOa»ette0and^on 
increases  on  other  items  such  as 
clothing.  The  second  award  on  De- 
cember 1  totalled  an  additional  2.85 
cents  per  hour.  The  employers  are 
protesting  these  awards,  declaring 
the  Agreement  reads  that  adjustments 
must  be  confined  to  the  Labor  Ga- 
zette figures.  The  latest  award  of 
Mr.  Macdonald  includes  a  reduction 
of  1.2  cents  per  hour  on  Labor  Ga- 
aette  figures  and  .8  on  ether  Item* 
It  reads  as  follows: 

"Clause  16  of  the  wprklng  rules 
and  rates  of  pay  governing  operations 
of  shipbuilding  and  allied  manufac- 
turing plants  in  the  Province  of 
British.  Columbia,  as  from  June  1, 
1918.  provide  as  follows: 

"  "These  rulea  to  remain  In  effect 
for  the  period  of  the  war.  The 
wage  rates  will  be  revised  every  three 
months  according  to  official  Informa- 
tion on  the  coat  of  living,  as  *  pub- 
lished in  the  Labor  Qaeette  of  the 
Department  of  Labor  of  the  Domin- 
ion of  Canada  aa  appUcable  to  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia.' 
B.  C.  Living  Coat 

"In  accordance  with  the  above 
clause,  I  have  investigated  the  coat  of 
living  In  .British  Columbia,  and  par- 
ticularly In  the  area  affected  by  the 
shipbuilding  Industry,  and  have 
compared  the  figures  for  the  month 
of  November  and  for  the  month  of 
February,  as  contained  In  the  Labor 
Gaaette  tn  order  to  arrive  at  the 
amount  of  increase,  if  any,  to  .be 
added  to  the  wagea  of  employees 
governed  by  the  agreement  above  re- 
ferred to. 

"I  find  that  the  coat  of  living  In 
the  cities  of  Vancouver,  Victoria  and 
New  Westminster  combined,  aa  shown 
by  the  Labor  Gaaette,  .amounted  for 
the  month  of  November  "to  181,814, 
and  for  the  month  of  February  to 
$81,867,  showing  a  decrease  of  .117, 
or. 64  cento  per  week.  Dividing  thla 
■by  44  hours,  which  la  the  ordinary 
working  week  in  the  shipbuilding 
yards,  would  ahow  a  decrease  of  1.8 
cento  per  hour. 

"In  the  previous  award*  which  be- 
came effective  September  1  and. De- 
cember. 1,  1818.  each  of  which 
ahowed  an  increase,  an  allowance  of 
AO  per .  cent  was  made  for  clothing 
and  miscellaneous  items  not  shown  la 
the  Labor  Gaaette,  and  It  la  there- 
fore necessary  that  a  corresponding 
reduotlon  be  made  in  the  present 
award,  which  amounts  to  .08  cent* 
making  a  total  of  2  cants  per  hour 
reduotlon  In  the  wagea  of  employees 
covered  by  the  above  agreement,  such 
decrease  to  be  effective  as  end  from 
March  1.

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INQUIRY  WITNESSES 
UPHOLD  SOCIALISM

Coughlan  Investigation  De- 
volves Into  Discussion  of 
Subject  —  Witness  Denies 
Decline  in  Efficiency, 


VANCOUVER,  March  10.— Social- 
ism la  acquiring  a  more  and  more 
prominent  part  In  the  Coughlan  wage 
inquiry.  The  sentiments  and  policies 
laid  down  by  President  Winch  of  the 
Trades  and  Labor  Council  when  on 
the  witness  stand  before  the  com- 
mission on  Friday  were  absolutely 
endorsed  by  H.  S.  Nightscales  per- 
sonally, were  Admitted  by  Thomas 
Fox  to  be  desirable,  and  were  not 
condemned  by  Charles  Rouse,  though 
the  latter  witness  this  morning  re- 
fused to  give  a  direct  answer  aa  to 
whether  he  wag  a  Socialist,  or  not.  In 
aplte  of  Mr.  Justice  Murphy  ruling 
the  question  relevant  to  the  Inquiry 
and  warning  the  wltneaa  that  refusal 
to  answer  might  create  an  obvious 
that  might  result  to  the 
detriment  of  .the  men's  case  before 
the  commission. 

The  labor  representatives,  when 
questioned  by  J.  J.  Coughlan,  'declar- 
ed that  the  latent  award  of  W.  L. 
Macdonald,  official  wage  adjuater 
under  the  Robertson  Agreement, 
would  have  no  effect  on  the  demands 
of  the  Coughlan  employees.  They 
were  still  asking  the  scale  that  was 
paid  in  the  other  ahlpyarda  previous 
to  February  28. 

Mr.  Nightscales.  who  is  attending 
the  commission  aa  representative  of 
the  Metal  Trades  Council,  said  also 
that  the  unions  had  not  yet  admitted 
that  the  new  Macdonald  award  was 
in  force.  He  could  not  aay  whether 
the  men  would  continue  to  accept  It, 
yet  while  work  waa  continued  under 
the  Robertson  Agreement  the  em- 
ployees affected  by  It  would  receive 
the  reduced  award. 

He  said  the  policies  laid  down  by 
Mr.  Winch  were  not  the  policies  of

sentiments  and  policies  of  the  wit- 
ness. Trades  unions,  he  added,  had 
no  political  policies.  Further  he 
stated  that  the  sentiments  of  Mr. 
Winch  and  himself  were  those  of  all 
Socialists.  He  would  not  admit,  that 
the  possession  of  these  sentiments 
would  tend  to  reduce  the  efficiency 
of  workmen.  Socialists  were  at  War 
with  the  competitive  system,  not  in- 
dividual* He  thought  a  Socialist 
waa  a  more  conscientious  workman 
than  one  who  did  not  hold  Socialistic 
convictions.

March  10.— Seattle's  big 
shipyards,  idle  since  January  21,  when 
approximately  25,000  workers  struck 
for  higher  pay,  will  reopen  tomorrow, 
the  men  having  voted  to  return  to 
work  for  the  aame  wages  received  be- 
fore the  walkout.  Tacoma  and  Aber- 
deen yards,  also  closed  by  a  strike  of 
about  15,000  men,  will  resume  opera- 
tions tomorrow. 

Announcement  that  the  yards  would 
reopen  tomorrow  waa  made  by  seven 
shipbuilding  corporations.  They  said 
the  men  would  be  "taken  on  as  rapidly 
as  consistent  with  opening  the  plants

Last  week  the  strikers  voted  on  the 
question  of  returning  to  work  pending 
the  announcement  of  findings  of  a  fed- 
eral wage  committee  meeting  to  be 
held  In  Washington,  D.  C.  Out  of 
forty-six  striking  unions  In  Seattle, 
Aberdeen  and  Tacoma,  only  four  voted 
to  continue  the  strike.
